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REMARKS 

Applicants have amended Claim 1 . 

Currently pending in the applicatian aie Claims 1-9. 

The Examiner noted that FIGS. 1-2 should be designated by a legend such as -PRIOR 
ART-. In response, Applicants have amended FIGS. 1-2 as suggested by the Examiner. 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1 and 6-9 under 35 USC 102(b) as anridpaied by EP 0 752 
300 C'EP '300"). hi addition, flie Examiner rejected Claims 1 and 6-9 under 35 USC 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over US Patent No. 4,869,142 ("Sato")- Reconsideration and withdrawal of 
these rejections are respectfully requested. 

Claim 1. as amended, calls for inter alia a fence assembly attached to the base. The fence 
assembly comprises a fixed fence fixedly attached to the base, a movable fence movably connected 
to the fixed fcioe, the movable fence defining a first support plane, at least one of the fixed fence 
and the movable fence contacting the workpiece, and an ainciliary fence disposed behind at least 
one of the fixed fence and the movable fence, the auxiliary fence defining a second siqjport plane 
substantially parallel to the first support plane and contacting the wodqpieoe when tiw movable 
fence is moved. 

While EP '300 and Sato may have a fixed fence, they both lack an auxiliary fence disposed 
behind the fixed fence and/or a movable fence thai contacts the worlqpiece Mvben the movable fence 
is moved. Because EP '300 and Sato do not teadi or suggest such elanent, ihey cannot render 
Claims 1-9 unpatentable.
